DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United Stiites before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
Stales and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6, 1 32,755 to Eicher et al. (hereinafter "Eicher"). 

Eicher discloses a device for the transport of fluids having a substrate 26 with a front 
surface and an array of microneedles 8 having a penetrating tip, at least one inclined surface and 
fluid flow channel 9, where in a cross-section through the microneedle proximal to the front 
surface, the fluid flow channel defines a first area having a first centroid and an outline of the 
microneedle defines a second area having a second centroid, where the first and second centroids 
are non-coincident. Additionally, the same cross-section reveals that the fluid flow channel is 
circumscribed by a closed wall where a first region of the wall has a thickness greater than a 
second region of the wall. See Figures 1 and 6d.
